ica, today.

PITTSBBURG, Oct. 30.—An embargo on coal deliveries more 
«trfngeiit than any daring the war, was pat into effect by tkf 
Pennsylvania Railroad here today. The order prohibits the de­ 
livery of bitumenous coal to every kind of industry except those 
recognized as national necessities. Coal cannot even be delivered 
to connecting railroads. 


(International New* Service) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Seizure of coal now in transit was 
authorized today by the railroad administration. 
Director Gen­ 
eral Hines announced this afternoon that he had ordered all 
regional directors of railroads to accumulate coal to meet the 
crisis, purchasing coal if possible, but if necessary to hold coal in 
transit. 
His statement in part follows: 
“In holding such co&l. ex­ 
emptions will be made as far as possible to coal destined, to certain 
consignes, in the M iwwfriy tnrdar of priority: 
(a) Steam railroad, 
inland and coastwise vessels; (b) domestic, including hotels, hos­ 
pitals and asylums;"(c> navy and armv; (d) public utilities, in­ 
cluding plants and such portions of plants as supply light, heat and 
water for public use; (e) producers and manufacturers of food; 
(f) national, state, county and municipal government emergency 
requirements; (g) bunkers and marine emergency requirements; 
(h) producers of news print paper and plants necessary to the 
publication of daily newspapers/' 


The bill of Mr. Almon provides that 
only reasonable charges may be col­ 
lected for toll* and expressly provides 
that the highest toll must not exceed 
25 cents for all traffic, including in- 
terurban electric cars.

VOTED ON FEBRUARY 1$ 
Governor Thomas E. Kilky has by 
official proclamation designated Feb- 
A ary 16, 1920, as the day when the 
Voters of Alabama shall go to 
the 
gplls and say whether or not they aré 
practically in favor of a system of 
guod roads. 
Theoiiek are to be set 
aside, loud-lunged protestations are 
to be ignored; the final acid test is to 
be,made, as to whether funds suffi­ 
cient to match the federal road money 
wUl be authorised. 
¿ The baily is firmly convinced that 
the electorate of the state will au­ 
thorize Hie amending of the consti­ 
tution in this particular, for it be­ 
lieves that the campaign of educa­ 
tion in behalf of better highways ha* 
been so thorough as to eliminate prac­ 
tically all opposition.

it is estimated will yeild an annual

The 
revenue derived from this automobile 
$gx is sufficient not only to psy the 
interest on any sum that tpe state 
may borrow for road building pur­ 
poses, but is also sufficient to provide 
a sinking fund for the retirement of 
any bond» that may be issued.
